Win Not Admit Sinking of Lnsitania 


Illegal Act. 


BERLIN, 
Feb. 4.—Information 


reaching The Associated Press today 
indicates that

sinking of the Lusitania was an il- 
legal act. 


The new Instructions forwarded to

simply one phrase of the new formu-

short, consisting of only eight words, 
and does not contain the word "il- 
legal." 
It represents the extreme 


limit of Germany's 
concessions in 


the Lusitania (case. 


The view is* ente.rtained here that 


one of the most serious crises of 
the war has arisen

Within modern 
times there are 


three especially interesting instances 
of the complete extinction of a bird 
species. 
They 
are those of the 


Dodo, the Great Auk and the Pas- 
senger 
Pigeon. The accompanying 


illustration shows Nelson R. Wood, 
the taxidermist of the Smithsonian 
Institution in Washington, carefully 
going over a mounted specimen of 
the great auk. Mr. Wood has been 
a taxidermist working on birds for 
40 years, and for the last three dec- 
ades in the Smithsonian Institution. 
He has mounted 
two of the birds 


that have become extinct—the great 
auk and the passenger pigeon. 


The passenger pigeons, which for- 


merly were numbered by the mil- 
lions in the United States, have to- 
tally disappeared, the last one, which 
was for many years in the Cincin- 
nati Zoological Gardens, having died 
last year. Its akin was mounted by 
Mr. Wood and wi'.I be kept in the 
Smithsonian Institution, along with 
the great, auk. 
The great auk was 


once very abundant on both shores 
of the North Atlantic, and a century 


ago was numbered by the hundreds 
of thousands. 


No live specimen has been seen or 


heard of since 1344. when two were 
obtained in Iceland. The bird had 
very short wings, was capable of but 
little flight, and 
therefore fell an 


easy prey to the wanton destructive- 
ness of advancing settlement. 


But few specimens are now pre- 


served 
in public museums. 
There 


are only three in the United States; 
one of these is at Vassar College, an- 
other is at the Academy of Natural 
Science In 
Philadelphia, 
and the 


other is the one owned by the Smith- 
sonian, T-hich is in the National Mu- 
seum in Washington. A specimen of 
the egg of the great auk is with the 
Philadelphia and Washington speci- 
mens.
